Re received a message from one 
sf the destroyers that they should return to the beach, 
as the premised air cover and navel support would now bs 
furnished. The boats did return, but were again attaekad 
and forced to withdraw by CASTRO flghtsr planes.

Ha statad tha antl-CASTRO frogn s n did not 
offielsntly and silsntly eliminate the nan In a Jaap 
who arrivad whan landing was first bsgun, but othsrwisa, 
tha antl-CASTRO fightsrs fought very valiantly, and killed 
thousands of CASTRO 's nilitis, Ha concluded that he had 
no doubt that fighter cover protection to shoot down 
CASTRO's fighter planes would have made the entire opera- 
tion successful. He felt if the unloading had been suc- 
cessfully comp la ted, the Invasive forces would have 
na r ch a d into Havana, as the B-26's flown by antl-CASTRO 
forces would have kn o c k ed out Russian tanks, artillery, 
and truckloads of militia, before they aver reached the 
battle area, Ha noted that the militia fall bade whan 
the B-26'e were able to attack, but in the face of the 
fighters, tha B-26's were helpless, as they had no tail** 
guns. Source attached asms suspicion to this lack of 
tail-guns, Ha noted, however, that the tail-gun aaaaahly 
weighs about 2,000 pounds, and weight was definitely a 
factor to be considered, as tha planes had to fly, heavily 
leaded, for throe hours to reach the target area. 
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Profile of Dean Rusk 


The Rockefeller-Soviet Axis made for themselves s proverbial tenstrike 
when the House of Rockefeller appointed ms “Kennedy's” Secretary of State 
an ardent worker in the Vineyard Communism known as Dean Rusk. Some- 
thing the press is keeping amasingly silent on is the fact that Rusk was 
one of that coterie of traitors who went to the Far East during the Truman 
Administration and sold down the River the only Allies we had in the Japanese 
Zone during World War II V and the only potent Allies we had anywhere. 

This coterie of Communist Saboteurs was headed up by Gen. George C. 
Marshall and Henry (the Guru) Wallace. They were the front men who didn’t 
know where first base was. The “umpires” and “managers” who went along 
to guide them in the paths of practical Communism were proven Communist 
agents Owen Latthnore and Joseph Vincent, and a Communist propagandist

from annihilating the North China Reds before they could kill another 
25,000 American boys. 

Morris A Bemlle’s RED RAT RACE (|&50; Columbia Publishing Co^ 
919 18th St. NW, Washington 6, D. C.)> in a chapter h eaded “China Sellout” 
told the complete sordid story of the most amasfaig and colossal piece of 
international treachery in the world’s history. 


With fiendish cold-bloodedness. Rusk said In a speech Nov. 15, 1960: 

“If the Chinese Reds would limit their demands, we would be happy 
to forget how many American soldiers they had killed, and give them all 
the assurances they needed that the United States had no intention whatsoever 
of contesting Communist rule over China.” 


Mias Utley continued, and if these facts weren’t provable she and the 
Regnery book house could have been put out of business long ago with both 
dvil and criminal libel actions:

PREDICTION: Dean Rusk ha s been named Secretary of State by Rocke- 
feller Center for, among other things, the engineering of admission of Red 
China to the United Nations where they can help Khrushchev make this 
impotent body even more impotent. 


MORE ABOUT DEAN RUSK — Nelson Rockefeller dictated the placement 
of his longtime employe and stooge (Dean Rusk) as chief of the State De- 
partment's Division of International Security Affairs when it was vacated 
in 1947 by one Joseph Esrey Johnson. Johnson was noted chiefly as Alger 
Hiss' chief assistant while the latter was stealing top secret documents from 
the State Department and sending them to Moscow's transmission belt in 
New York each night by Soviet courier Whitaker Chambers. In 1945 Johnson 
succeeded Hiss in this sensitive post and Rusk was appointed by the Rock 
Mob to succeed Johnson. Thus Rusk was trained in the Hiss school of espio- 
nage and anti-Americanism! just as his predecessor (Johnson) had been. 


Rusk was a fellow member of Rockefeller's Council on Foreign Relations 
along with Hiss, Johnson, Remington, Eisenhower, Dewey, Kennedy, Fred 
Field, Phil Jessup, Averell Harriman and other Rockefeller stooges (Com- 
munist and non-Communists lying in the same political bed). He was also 
chairman of the fake philanthropist organization known as the Rockefeller 
Foundation, which the Senate Internal Security Committee found had financed 
the Communist agency “Institute of Pacific Relations." Rusk was also an 
active member of this Soviet transmission belt whose aims were described 
by the Senate Committee as “an effort to make the Pacific Ocean a vast 
Russian lake." Dean Rusk served the Rockefeller-Soviet Axis partners so well 
that he was rapidly promoted until, in 1950, he was risen to the post of Asst. 
Secretary of State for Far Eastern Affairs. 


This “arrangement" was made in time for Rusk to serve to their highest 
satisfaction in Harry Truman's Korean “police action." 


General MacArthur's refusal to take their orders to “throw" the Korean 
War to the Soviets, and his insistence on winning despite all of the trechero’.s 
blocks and handicaps that were placed in his way by this unholy Axis, en- 
dangered the arnica! be relations of those partners. 


The specter of the United States winning in Korea threw a shadow over 
Rockefeller control of the Saudi Arabian oil fields, which Russia can “take" 
anytime she wants to in 24 hours or less. 



14 After Alger Hiss resigned from the State Dept, to become Director of 
the Carnegie Foundation, Dean Acheson recommended Dean Rusk to take 
Hiss’ place as Director of Special Political Affairs. 

44 Rusk had previously served under Joseph E. Johnson who had been 
Hiss’ assistant (when he was stealing atom bomb secrets and sending them 
to Moscow’s N. Y. transmission belt each night). 


“If Rusk were free of any Communist sympathies, he must be classed 
among the dupes of the Chinese Communists. 

<4 Not even Mao Tse-tung or Stalin ever ventured to give such a dean 
bill of health to the Chinese Communists as Rusk. 

“On June 14, -1950, Rusk told the World Affairs Council at the Univ. of 
Pennsylvania that ‘the Chinese revolution is not Russian in essence’ and 
‘does not aim at dictatorship.' 


“He went further than almost any other State Dept, official in his de- 
sire to represent the Chinese Communists as ‘good liberals who follow the 
American ideal.' 


“For he said the revolution In China is comparable to the American 
Colonists 4 revolt against the British.’ 


“Furthermore, Rusk in the Korean crisis appealed strongly in support 
of an appeasement policy. 

“Dismissing as 'of no consequence’ ail the evidence that the Chinese Com- 
munist Party acts on Moscow’s instructions Rusk said: 

“ ‘We do not know whether Communist intervention in Korea is part of 
a pattern of worldwide aggressiveness and we do not know the real explana- 
tion.' ” 


Mr. Rusk doubtless isn’t a card carrying Communist, but he definitely 
is what is known as a pro- Communist, regardless of any self-serving pro- 
fessments he may now make. As Secretary of State he can be worth more 
to the “cause” than a million card carrying Party members. 



On orders from Rockefeller Center, Rusk drew up the order dismissing 
General M&cArthur from his post as 2nd in command of the so-called United 
Nations force in Korea. 

(It is a fact that, while MacArthur had the title of Field Commander, he 
was subordinate to a Soviet officer. This was arranged by Hiss and Nelson 
Rockefeller when the charter of the United Nations was drawn up in San 
Francisco, where it was agreed that the head of the UN staff committee must 
be a Soviet officer.) 

Getting President Truman to sign the prepared order dismissing Mac- 
Arthur was a ticklish matter. Truman did possess a streak of Americanism 
that hadn’t been washed out by the international cabal. 

It took all the persuasive powers of Rockefeller’s Dean Acheson (then 
Secretary of State) and Rockefeller's George Catlett Marshall (whose Mission 
to Peiping sold out our only allies in the Pacific theater of war) to get Mr. 
Truman to sign the order. 

And newsmen say the conspirators only accomplished their purpose in 
the small hours of morning when Harry the Haberdasher was “high” on, or 
off of, liquid solace.

VIVA— A FREE CUBA! 


DEAN MANION: My friends, I have said it many 
times before and I must repeat it now: Our one hope 
to free the world from the advancing Communist 
conquest lies in the persisting determination of the 
millions of people now enslaved by Communism to 
restore their conquered homelands to freedom. 
This poses the plight of the anti-Communist politi- 
cal refugees on this side of the Iron Curtain who 
yearn to strike a blow for the freedom of their 
brothers on the other side. 

For a discussion of this problem I am glad to turn 
this microphone over to an old friend of the Manion 
Forum, the distinguished Senior Senator from Mary- 
land, the Honorable John Marshall Butler. 

SENATOR BUTLER: Thank you, Dean Manion. In 
these days, when the world is torn apart by conflict 
and by tyrannies that impose their wills on entire 
nations, millions of people drift from country to 
country in search of a haven, a resting place, and, 
for many, a place to die in peace. 

The tragic saga of the displaced person, and of 
the political refugee is familiar to all of us. The 
problem is one that imposes many an obligation on 
each and every one of us to help alleviate the dis- 
tress of these unfortunate peoples. 

It is with justifiable pride that we Americans hold 
up our Nation as the historic sanctuary of distressed 
peoples. For, we have traditionally welcomed vic- 
tims of political persecution and tyranny. 

Yet, let us not congratulate ourselves too much 
on our charity. By taking in these people we have 
enriched our culture; we have advanced the 


8 1 development of our arts and our 
I sciences; we have built a stronger 
| America. The skills and talents of 
these persecuted have strengthened 
us in the past, and they constitute 
a formidable ally in the battles of 
| the cold war today. 

hon. j, m. butler j WO uld like to set before you one 
particular problem that affects us this day — the 
plightof the Cuban exile who has fled the oppressive 
tyranny of Cuba T s dictator, Fidel Castro. Before 
doing so I would like to remind you of how we have 
extended help in the past to political refugees and 
exiles. 

As political and religious persecutions swept 
through Europe in the 18th and 19th centuries, many 
Englishmen, Germans, Poles, central Europeans 
came to our shores in search of freedom. The 
America we have today is a fortuitous blend of the 
most energetic and resourceful of the many nations 
which gave their sons to us. Our present strength 
and our national character is a direct result of this 
mixing of many peoples. 

WE ARE INDEBTED TO EXILES 

It was only natural that, in times of war, America 
should afford more of a haven than ever to dis- 
tressed peoples. This was evidenced particularly 
during the Second World War where first the tyranny 
of Hitler and later the despotism of Stalin drove 
millions from their homelands, to seek a better life 
in a free society. 



America gained greatly from these recent arriv- 
als. We know of the aid that German, Hungarian 
and other scientists who fled from the Nazi menace 
gave to us in the development o f the atomic and 
hydrogen bomb and in the creation of our missile 
program. 

These are the weapons that are now helping to 
keep America free by deterring Soviet aggression. 
We owe these men a significant debt. In other areas 
of the sciences and in the arts the exiles and refu- 
gees have also contributed much to our culture. Nor 
can we neglect the skilled workmen who fled East 
Central Europe, nor the men and women who came 
from war-torn areas, for all these have added their 
bit to the American mosaic. 

With the coming of World Wars land n, the 
United States and Great Britain supported the gov- 
ernments -in-exile that the political refugees had 
established. In the First World War three of these 
governments were recognized and supported. Dur- 
ing the Second World War the Allies recognized 
several more governments -in -exile and again 
assistance was provided these governments . 
France, Norway, Belgium, Holland, Poland, Czech- 
oslovakia, Hungary and Jugoslavia— all found help 
in Great Britain or the United States. 

These organizations of political refugees played 
a vital role in bringing about the Allied victory. 
First of all , they constituted symbols for the people 
of the captured nations, valuable reminders to those 
in the hands of the Nazi war machine that the Free 
World was interested in them and fighting to assure 
their freedom. 

The exiled governments furthermore were able to 
supply agents for intelligence and sabotage work 
behind the enemy lines, and, in the case of the Free 
French Movement and of the Polish Government, 
large army detachments were formed from these 
escaped nationals. 

The exiles do fulfill an important role in the secu- 
rity of the Free World. It is up to us to help them 
and to use their talents and to give assistance to 
their aspirations. 

Let us now turn to a small island 90 miles from 
our very coast. Here the concern of all Americans 
must be focused for it is on this island of Cuba that 
Fidel Castro, the Premier of this land, has estab- 
lished a beachhead of international Communism. 

He has subjected the United States to endless 


abuse. He has expropriated $1 billion of our prop- 
erty without compensation. He has attempted to 
destroy the historic friendship that the American 
people held with the Cuban people. And he has 
woven bonds between Moscow, Peking and Havana. 
It is from Cuba that Communism is spreading 
throughout this hemisphere. His threat is a formi- 
dable challenge to us. 

AMERICAN WRITERS AID CASTRO 

And curiously enough, Castro's Cuba i s also a 
threat which is not recognized by many in this coun- 
try. Books, editorials, radiobroadcasts, all have 
defended the revolution in Cuba as Marxist but not 
Communist! As though there were any difference. 
As though Castro has not followed the Soviet line in 
every action, in every speech, in every denuncia- 
tion of the United States and of the West. The naivete 
of these American apologists is incredible. Indeed, 
it is more than unbelievable — it is almost treason- 
able. 

It would be simple but fatal to characterize the 
present Cuban revolution as another of those peri- 
odic flare-ups in the Caribbean for, in June of last 
year, Premier Khrushchev and Mao Tse-Tung 
issued a joint communique from Peking stating that 
one of their strategic aims in the coming months 
was "to liberate Latin America" from American 
influence and bring it into the Red fold. 

Cuba might be, in their minds, the perfect core 
for a group of Latin American nations free from 
American "imperialism. " And the danger is not 
entirely political. Santa Clara Province in Cuba 
would be an excellent location for missile launching 
pads since it is 425 miles from Cape Canaveral, 800 
miles from New Orleans and less than 1,000 miles 
from the Panama Canal. 

It could very well be that one of the next crises for 
the United States will not come from Formosa, or 
Berlin or Laos, but from Cuba, a country which has 
been likened to a watermelon, "green outside and 
red within. " 

In a recent paid advertisement in the New York 
Times . the former Minister of Finance of Cuba 
(prior to Castro and Batista) had this to say about 
Cuba, Castro and Communism: 

"Mr. Castro, in the name of Communism, has 
led my people into poverty, disease, slavery 
and the loss of that gaiety and happiness that 
have always marked the character of the Cuban 



people. Castro could very easily have given 
his country freedom and justice and the oppor- 
tunity for the pursuit of happiness. He could 
have offered his people a better education in a 
free society; and he could even have doubled 
the national income in a few short years. 

"Instead of this, he has destroyed our national 
wealth and practically everything of material 
and spiritual value in my country. Mr. Castro 
and his henchmen, in their thirst for power 
and wealth, are attempting to permeate the 
hearts of my people with hate and fear as 
Lenin, Stalin and Beria did to their people. 

"Tyranny, accompanied by the most vile mur- 
der and torture, is attempting to break the 
spirit of Cuba. God willing, some day we 
shall once more see the light of liberty 
and justice shining over our beautiful country- 
side, and the traitors who have heaped suffer- 
ing upon our people will have fled in cowardice 
whence they came. 

"Let all good men come to the assistance of 
their neighbors, the Cuban people, in this 
their hour of need, so that tyranny may be 
banished from this continent never more to 
raise its ugly head. " 

So wrote Jose M. Bosch, who is a former Minis- 
ter of Finance for Cuba before Batista or Castro 

FIFTY THOUSAND FLEE CUBA 

As I pointed out earlier, in times of oppression, 
refugees flock to America seeking a sanctuary. So 
it is with the Cuban people today. Since Castro T s 
rise to power more than 50,000 Cubans have fled 
his country- -by ship, by plane, even by open boat. 
Many crossed the 90 mile strip of sea with only the 
shirts on their backs and a yearning for liberty. 

Among those exiles are many who supported the 
revolution lead by Castro against Batista. There 
are also many who joined Castro f s government at 
the beginning. But, as the months rolled by, they 
awoke to the fact that Castro was pushing Cuba into 
the Communist camp and was establishing a totali- 
tarianism wo r s e even than the dictatorship of 
Batista. 

It must be a bitter pill for Castro to swallow to 
see that, just as he himself sought refuge in the 
1950 ! s in the United States from the oppressive 
Batista dictatorship, so now do thousands of Cubans 
seek refuge here from his oppression. 


Many of these thousands of Cuban refugees have 
a difficult time in settling down here and finding 
employment sufficient to keep body and soul together 
until that great moment when they can return to a 
free Cuba. Skilled surgeons who had their own 
clinics in Cuba now scrub the floors of a Florida 
hospital. Eminent Cuban jurists serve as waiters 
in restaurants here in the United States . They are 
all glad of the opportunity to earn a livelihood in the 
land of the free but their skills are being woefully 
wasted. 

ENCOURAGE CUBANS TO 
STRIKE FOR FREEDOM 

It is true that 50,000 exiles is a large number. 
President Kennedy has allocated $4 million to help 
the Cuban exiles. But money alone cannot solve our 
responsibilities nor erase our obligations to these 
courageous people. All of us must reach out a 
friendly hand to these, our latest visitors; we must 
help them establish themselves i n their time of 
troubles; we must nourish their aspirations to re- 
turn to a free Cuba. 

It must be further agony for Castro to see the 
strides that these anti-Castro refugees are effect- 
ing in their attempts to unify into a Resistance 
Group capable of effectively combating him. We 
must encourage their desires. As the resistance to 
Castro grows so does the moment of freedom for 
Cuba. 

When the groups resisting Castro have managed 
to capture and hold a significant part of Cuba and 
prove themselves able to offer a substantial chal- 
lenge to his authority, then the United States will 
be empowered to grant legal recognition to the anti- 
Castro forces as the legal government of Cuba. 

Until such time as we may be legally empowered 
to do so, we have an obligation to house, to feed, to 
school, and to employ these men and women who 
have come to our shores for sanctuary. These 
people are our hope for a free Cuba. Let us not let 
our good neighbors down in this hour of their tragic 
need. 

DEANMANION: Thankyou, Senator John Marshall 
Butler, of Maryland. Let me repeat one thing that 
you have just said. These Cuban refugees are our 
hope for a free Cuba. And on my own I add that, if 
we cannot free Cuba from Communism, we cannot 
keep Communism from overrunning the world, 



including these United States. Let f s admit it, my 
friends: Laos, which we spent nearly a billion dol- 
lars to save, is definitely lost to our side. On the 
map of the world the blood red Communist tide con- 
tinues to inch forward at the expense of freedom. 
Our foolish long-continued policy of containing the 

Communist conquest is leaking badly in a hundred 
places.

CUBAN SITUATION 


On April 28, 1961, a source, a Cuban citizen, 
who because of his position maintains close contact with 
pilots who were engaged in the Cuban exile invasion of 
Cuba on April 17, 1961, with whom insufficient contact 
has been had to determine his reliability, but who is in 
an excellent position to furnish reliable info rmation, 
mtarijty furnished the following concerning! 



He stated m^was the pilot of a C-46 troop 
transport plane, which participated in the Cuban ex 

invasion of Cuba , on April 17, 1961. He stated 

was trained in a camp outside the United States, since 
August of 1960 for this assignment. He also stated that 
in the paratroop transport project on April 17, 1961, there 
participated five C-46 planes and two C-54 planes, which 
took off from Nica ra gua and successfully landed 180 para- 
troopers on a highway leading to the Bahia de Cochinos, 
stated that in order to land his paratroopers, 
^H||fcmade four passes at the landing point of the troops 
o^tn^nighway, each time landing ten, and that he completed 
his assignment without any difficulty, and that the ground 
aircraft fire was nil. He stated tha^som^^nths prior 
to the referred to invasion of Cuba, ^HHPwas advised 
appropriate fighter coverage would be given to the troop 
transport project, and that such coverage was necessary 
for low altitude bombing and transport activity. 
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He further stated that within the firs^forty-eight 
hours after the landing on the beach in Cuba, advised 

they were attacked by four T-33 jet planes and two Seafury 
propeller-driven fighters „ The T-33 planes, which originally 
were trainer planes made availabl^t^Giba by the U. So 
Government , were armed with what^m^ believed to be 
Czechoslovakian machine guns <> The Seafury planes were 
also arraedo He stated that the promised figh ter cover age 
never did arrive on the scene of the battle, 
advised he did see a large number of planes in the air, 
apparently based on a nearby U. S. carrier, but these 
did not participate. 


It was further pointed out by that on 

April 19, 1961, the situation at the beachhead on the Bahia 
de Cochinos was Impossible, because of the constant aerial 
attack by T-33 and Seafury planes. A pilot; who was flying 
a B-26 bomber for the Cuban exile invasion forces, 
was heard to contact by radio the Admiral of the U. S. 
carrier nearby. The pilot, in stern language, expressed 
the gravity of the si tuation, and requested air coverage. 
According to^H^) the Admiral, in his reply to the 
request, stated he did not take orders, except from his 
Government, could not give any assistance, and expressed 
his regret. 


He stated that advised that due to lack 

of air fighter coverage, the entire attempted invasion of 
Cub^bj^j^i Cuban exile forces ended in complete failure, 
and feels tha^l^L S. prestige suffered a serious 
blow. He stated tha t ^H^|padvised that unless the U. S. 
takes immediate action in Cuba, by means of armed inter- 
vention, Central American nations, i.e., Costa Rica, 

Nicaragua and Guatemala, can expect communist- inspired internal 
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uprisings, and that such uprisings will be successful in 
overthrowing the present Governments of these nations, 
inasmuch as the performance of the U. S. in the Cuban 
matter indicates on the part of the U. S. a lack of 
intestinal fortitude to defy Communism. 

PROPERTY OF FBI - This memorandum is loaned to 
you by the FBI, and neither it nor its contents are to be 
distribute! outside the agency to which loaned. 
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The following details are being furnished to the 
Bureau In order for Interested Bureau officials to have 
the firsthand opinion of the reasons for the failure of 
the attempted invasion of Cuba by men who were directly 
associated with the effort at field level, Ttuy furnished 
this information in confidence, and it is, therefore, 
being furnished to the Bureau in letter form with no 
additional dissemination intended. 
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1. The invasionary effort was based on the 
n. planned use of fighter coverage, and CIA was promised 
fighter coverage. The order was not Changed until the 
$ small invas ionary convoy was within fifty minutes of 
the planned beachhead area. At that time the fighter 
%. coverage was cancelled from top level in Washington. 
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2. Contrary to some reports, the Cuban anti- 
CASTRO troops fought valiantly and Inflicted casualties on 
the CASTRO Cubans at the rate of six or eight to one, and 
this was despite the fact that they were harassed by strafing 
activity from the air by CASTRO fighter planes, and also 
despite the fact that the Invading Cubans had been unable 

to unload the main part of their armament and ammunition, 

3, The reaction of the CASTRO militiamen was 
not underestimated. The first 70 militiamen encountered 
in the immediate beach area Immediately came over to 

the side of the anti-CASTRO Cubans, There were further very 
visible signs of panic in the CASTRO troops each time an 
anti-CASTRO B-26 made a bombing and strafing run over the 
columns of militiamen and tanks. However, the anti-CASTRO 
invaders were unable to mount and sustain an attack. 

If they had had fighter cover, the mass defections would 
have occurred as expected. 

4. The anti-CASTRO airmen spotted 70 truckloads 
of militiamen, mobile artillery and Russian tanks when 
they were yet many miles from the beachhead, and with 
fighter coverage they would never have arrived at the 
battle area since instead of being shot down by CASTRO 
fighters, the B-26's could have bombed and strafed 
successfully these columns and materiel. 

5, Of particular interest to the Bureau 
regarding any possible internal security leaks, the CIA 
agents advised that the beach area was deserted upon 
arrival, and there was no indication that CASTRO had 
advance notice of where the invasion was to strike. 
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6. The change In plan originally made whereby 
the United States refused to furnish fighter cover 
occurred at about the level of ADLAI STEVENSON and CHESTER 
BCWLES. This change marked the difference in victory 

and defeat. To those responsible for making the President 
change the plan goes the responsibility for the death and 
capture of practically the entire pro-American, anti- 
CASTRO Invading forces. 

7. CIA agents concluded that they entertain 

no doubt that with proper fighter coverage the invasionary 
forces would now be in Havana, and the CASTRO forces 
would have been completely routed. 

Several excellent contacts of the Bureau who 
were on the beachhead or on an invasive boat or in the 
anti-GASTRO air force have voluntarily sought contact 
with Special Agents of the FBI to give their firsthand 
appraisals of the reasons for the failure of the anti- 
CASTRO expedition. 

There have been some minor criticisms of 
general planning, of failure of the frogmen to adequately 
mark the coral reefs at the entrance to the Bahia de los 
Cochinos, and of providing equipment inferior to that 
provided by the Russians and Czechoslovakians to the 
CASTRO troops; however, there has been uniform agreement 
that training procedures were good and unanimous agreement 
among all the anti-CASTRO forces who have returned that 
with only brief fighter cover by six or eight United 
States jets, the invasion would have been totally success- 
ful. For this failure, Cubans blame CIA for making 
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deceitful promisee, since they ere not aware that the 
deviation from the plan to furnish fighter cover was made 
at top level. These Cubans state that they are more than 
anxious to return and fight again, but each survivor 
says he will only go If the Invasion Is planned by United 
States military men and United 8tates fighter coverage 
previously knocks out all CASTRO Air Force planes. None 
of those interviewed went the United States to invade 
Cuba alone, and by far the most of them went to be 
divided into small bands and mixed with American forces 
to guide, interpret and fight with them as allies. 

It is interesting to note that not one returned 
Cuban fighter has any confused opinion regarding the 
difference between the FBI and CIA; all are aware that the 
FBI did not participate in any phase of this operation. 

All of the returned Miens believed the United States 
suffered an addition# serious blow to its prestige, 
especially in Latin Mprica, and in the entire free 
world to a lesser defljpee. 

The CIA agents expressed appreciation for all 
the assistance and local cooperation given them by the 
Miami Office of the FBI, and expressed a desire to 
continue to operate on the same cooperative basis. 
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Enclosed for the Bureau are six copies of a letter- 
head memorandum dated and captioned as above at Newark.

He said that living in Gijon is a Spanish repatriate from 
Russia, who returned to Spain several years ago after having 
resided in Russia from the time of the Spanish Civil War. 

By reason of his residence in Russia this repatriate is quite 
fluent in the Russian language. 

According to<dHl^^m^ two individuals 
allegedly connected with a "terrorist school" located at 
Toulouse, France, had been in Gijon. While in the presence 
of the repatriate and apparently unaware of the fact that 
he understood Russian, the two were conversing in the Russian 
language and mentioned that they had been told in Toulouse 
that the Russians are sending "small missiles" to Cuba via 
submarine. 

Source said that ^H^^^UH^could furnish no 
additional information on this matte^otner than to say that 
he believed that both the repatriate and the two men from 
Toulouse were under the surveillance of Spanish police 
authorities.

on May 10, 1961, furnished a memorandum 
containing the results of an interview with an un-named 
individual who had participated in the recent Cuban in- 
vasion of April, 19ol. This interview took place in 
Miami, Florida, on April 26, I96I: 
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The recruit who had participated in the recent 
Cuban invasion of April, 1961, advised that living con- 
ditions at the camps in Guatemala were deplorable and 
there were no sanitary facilities available and human 
relations between recruits and officers were non-existent. 
This was in general the situation at the Trax Base, but 
not at the Retalhuleu Camp where the recruits mixed with 
the military instructors. In regard to the sanitary 
conditions, this recruit stated that there was no running 
water, there were not enough beds to go around and many 
recruits were forced to sleep on the floor. Regarding 
the recruit's statement about officers not mixing with 
recruits, this remark was meant to apply to the American 
instructors as the fco-called Cuban officers shared their 
lot with the recruits. This recruit advised that it was 
the belief of the individuals in camp that those who lived 
in comfortable houses outside the military camps were 
members of the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA). 

The recruit advised that immediately prior to 


the invasion, the Cuban invasion force was transferred 
from Trax Base to the air base at Retalhuleu in closed 
trucks which were in poor condition, from Retalhuleu 
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Puerto Cabezas. This recruit left Guatemala on April 3, 
19ol, and arrived at Puerto Cabezas on the same day and 
left Puerto Cabezas on April 11, 1961, aboard the "Rio 
Escondido" and arrived on Cuban shores in the dawn of 
April 17, 1961. 

This recruit advised that the landing started 
immediately upon arrival at Cuban shores. This individual 
stated that the trip from Puerto Cabezas to Cuba, aboard 
the merchant ships, was made under very poor conditions 
as there were no beds and the invasion force had to sleep 
on deck and were poorly fed, but it was fortunate they 
had no bad weather or rain. 

The recruit stated that the landings at Bahia 
de Cochinos seemed to have lacked adequate organization 
because the barges could not be used to carry heavy 
equipment such as tanks and armored trucks, and LSU's had 
to be used forcing invasion troops to make their landing 
in small "outboard" motor boats.

This individual further Btated that when the 
firing was made upon the jeep, it was noticed that all 
lights from a town or village near Playa Giron were turned 
off. Immediately, heavy firing of 50 caliber machine guns 
began and the firing could be clearly seen by the recruit 
from his ship, the "Rio Escondido", due to the amount of 
tracer bullets used. These events, according to the recruit 


The recruit stated that the first landing was 
accomplished by three frogmen who were accompanied by 
one of the CIA instructors and upon reaching the beach they 
met a jeep, fired upon it and killed its occupants. This 
recruit stated that he had gotten this information from the 
^j^^can who was with the frogmen who is known to him as 
'm/Ur an< * he believed that all American instructors in 
Tthe camps were under assumed names. 
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had taken place at approximately 2:00 AM, on the morning 
of April IT, 1961. 

The recruit stated that each of the invasion 
ships had as artillery four 50 caliber guns and no 
other air protection. The reason for this, according to 
the recruit, was that they had always been told that 
there were no problems for the invasion force from 
Castro's tanks and air force. The recruit stated that 
it was never clarified to them if this meant thp, $ Castro ' 
did not have an air force or that full air protection would 
be provided by American forces if the problem arose. 

In regard to this matter, the recruit stated that when 
they asked in camp about anti-aircraft practice, they were 
informed that they did not need it baoauae it would not 
be used. 


The recruit advised that at about 9:15 AM, 

April 17 , 1961, when the landing had been achieved, while 
the "Rio Escondido" was lying approximately six miles from 
shore, this Bhip was attacked by a Sea Fury armed with 
rockets and one rocket hit the deck starting a fire and 
forced the crew to jump overboard. The "Rio Escondido" 
exploded at approximately 9:30 AM, April 17* 1961. As 
the men were swimming to the shore they were attacked with 
machine guns from Sea Furies, but the "Bragar" and another 
ship nearby, began to open fire and the Sea Furies withdrew. 
This recruit advised that the survivors of the "Rio Escon- 
dido" were picked up by the "Bragar". 


The "Bragar" stayed in the area until approximately 
noontime vrhen its c ormnander , an American, Captain*— received L *1

ancnieitequested authorization to 
withdraw as, lacking air protection, ships were liable to 
be sunk by Castro's air force. The recruit Bt&ted that 
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Comandantesan Roman authorized the withdrawal of the "Bragar 
but requested that the "Bragar" return at night as men on 
land had artillery provisions for only a few hours and 
needed reinforcements to hold their positions. In view 
of the above facts, the recruit stated that two merchant 
ships, the "Atlantic" and the "Caribe" joined with the 
two small military-type ones, the "Bragar" and the "Barbara 
Jones", withdrew, and were still pursued and attacked 
by Prime Minister Castro's air force, even when they were 
about 40 miles from shore. The recruit stated that one 
of the ships fired back and downed a Castro B-26. 


The recruit advised that during the night of 
April 17* 1961, the decision was made not to return to 
the beach as all ships were loaded with explosives and 
dynamite and since they lacked needed air protectloi^^^^ 
it wo uld have been suicidal to return, so 

was Informed that the ships would not return and 
he accepted the situation. ^ 

The recruit advised that on April 18, 1961, radio 
information was received that a point designated as "Red 
Beach" had been lost due to lack of protection for its 
defense. The recruit stated that there were two other 
beaches designated as "Blue Beach" and "Green Beach" and 
that troops had been landed at "Blue Beach", but in view 
of the situation, no troops landed at "Green Beach". The 
recruit advised that he could not designate the areas id- 
entified as "Red Beach", "Blue Beach" or Green Beach" 
as these were conventional names known only to those 
involved in the landings. 

The recruit advised that on Wednesday, April 19* 
1961, "Blue Beach" radioed for air cover as the only way 
to defend themselves and they sent a message stating that 
tanks were approaching by a northern route and troops were 
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advancing from the East and West. This radio communica- 
tion, according to the recruit, stated that the landing 
force had been completely surrounded and only air pro- 
tection could now save them. 

In view of these circumstances, requests were 
made from ’’Blue Beach" to the commander of the destroyer 
in that vicinity, whose operations in the plan were 
designated as "Santiagoy asking for air protection. The 
commander of the destroyer sent his reply which was, "My 
heart is with you, but we have received no instructions"./ 

The recruit stated that afterwards it sounded 
as though the "Santiago" spoke with another ship's 
commander, an aircraft carrier known in the plan as "Lemon" 
who replied that four jets would be sent. The recruit 
stated that he never saw "Lemon", The recruit advised 
that those aboard the "Bragar" saw the four jets heading 
for shore and after a certain time elapsed, San Roman, 
who commanded "Blue Beach" informed by radio that the 
jets had passed over them taking no action. Tie recruit 
advised that at 5:00 PM on Wednesday, April 19* 1961, 
Comandante San Roman desperately advised by radio that he 
would try to abandon • the beach as the situation was 
untenable and that ho would cut off all communications 
with the ships. 

The recruit advised that the Cuban invasion 
force used 75mm recoiless guns while the force of Prime 
Minister Castro used 105 and 120mm guns. The recruit 
stated that besides being subjected to the air attack, 
the ships in the invasion were also fired upon from shore. 
The recruit advised also chat in the sealed orders which 
had been handed to the expeditionaries while at sea, it 
was specified that on Monday, April 17* 1901, coinciding 
with landing preparations, eleven airports or strategic 
points in Cuba would be bombed and it was considered that 
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this operation was designed to destroy the airports at 
San Julian, San Antonio de los Banos, Rancho Boyeros, 

Ciudad Libertad, Camaguey, Santa Clara, Santiago de Cuba, 
and perhaps, Cienfuegos and other military objectives. 

The recruit stated that instead of following this plan 
there were small isolated bombings made on Saturday, 

April 15, 196l, and it was announced that these bombings 
were made against Prime Minister Castro by pilots de- 
fecting from his air force, whereas these bombings were 
made by the invading Cuban air force. The recruit stated 
that it was his opinion that these premature bombings 
most certainly alerted Fidel Castro to the invasion by 
the main force. 

The recruit advised that upon their return to 
the air base in Nicaragua after the unsuccessful invasion, 
he and others asked the Cuban pilots why the bombings had 
not taken place in Cuba on April 17* as previously planned, 
and the Cuban pilots stated that orders had been received 
from American instructors not to make these bombing runs. 
The recruit stressed the fact that the air attacks made 
by Cuban pilots had originated in Nicaragua and that a 
three hour flight was needed each way which left the 
pilot with only one hour to operate over Cuba. Such 
missions were exhausting as it left no time for sleep and 
the pilots had only sandwiches arid used great amounts 
of benzedrine in order to stay awake „ The recruit advised 
that the only aircraft the Cuban pilots used were B~26's 
and C-5^'8 which were very slow in comparison with Fidel 
Castro's Sea Furies and T-33*s. The recruit advised that 
he had learned from the Cuban pilots that all missions by 
B-26 's were made without machine gun ."turrets as these 
were removed to lessen the weight of the plane in order 
to install additional gasoline tanks which wer^s needed 
for the flight ,

on May 10, 1961, furnished a memorandum 
containing information from an un-named individual who had 
participated in the recent Cuban invasion in April, 1961. 

This interview took place in Miami, Florida on Tuesday, 

April 25, 1961. The contents of the memorandum reads as 
follows : 


The individual who participated in the training 
of the invasion force had been designated to participate 
in the infiltration or intelligence corps which was trained 
at Trax Base, Guatemala. He described his life at the 
base as very difficult and under very poor sanitary con- 
ditions. He advised that the instructors lived in 
comfortable houses outside of camp and never shared 
anything in common with the troops, but he pointed out 
that the situation at the air base at Retalhuleu was 
different because the pilot instructors mixed with the 
aviators. 


This recruit was asked whether or not he was 
under the impression that the invasion would be supported 
by the American Government in the event that the initial 
invasion attempt failed and he stated that he was under 
this belief. This reeruit stated that it was not only 
his belief, but it was also the Judgement of other recruits 
in the camp that the United States Government would 
reinforce the initial invasion attempt with American troops 
or American protection if the landing was not successful 
although some, and these were very few in number, had 
other misgivings about these American promises. This 
recruit Btated, however, that he had never been expressly 
informed of such offered protection by the American 
Government for the invasion of Cuba. This recruit also 
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Base were also of the opinion that support would come 
from the American Government in the event that the initial 
landing in Cuba was unsuccessful. The reason this recruit 
and others believed that they would be supported by the 
Amerioan Government was based on the fact that arms pro- 
vided them were clearly marked as belonging to the American 
Amy. This recruit stated that it was inconceivable to 
carry American military weapons if it was not the inten- 
tion of the United States to back up their invasion of 
Cuba. 


In connection with the invasion Itself, this 
reoruit stated that he belonged to the intelligence or 
infiltration corps and that he and other units were 
scheduled to land ahead of the invasion force. This 
recruit was questioned about a description of his activities 
from the time he left the Trax camp until he reached Cuba 
and he detailed it as best he could but stated he was 
confused regarding dates because of ceaseless moving, but 
thought that the dates he referred to were accurate. 

This recruit advised that on Wednesday, April 12, 
1961, they were transferred from the air base near Retalhuleu 
to some place in Nicaragua. The transfer from Trax to 
Retalhuleu was made by truck during the day. This recruit 
stated that since the travel was made during the day, 
it is possible that their movement could have been observed 
and reported to the Government of Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro of Cuba. This recruit also considered the peasants 
and workers near Trax Base led a very miserable life and 
the recruits had offered milk et cetera to them, but 
no friendliness arose and he assumed that Castlrd was fully 
Informed about the operations at Trax Base. 

This recruit advised that upon arrival in Nicaragua, 
they were transferred by truck at night from the base where 
they had landed to a railroad station where they boarded a 
train for Puerto Cabezas, Nicaragua, where he believes they 
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arrived on Thursday, April 13, 1961, and they boarded a 
ship there and remained aboard until Sunday, April 16, 

1961. This recruit stated that he was aboard the "Lake 
Charles" and estimated the speed of this ship at nine 
knots per hour. 

This recruit further said that when he and others 
arrived on board the "Lake Charles", they learned that two 
other ships, the "Rio Escondido" and the "Houston" had 
already sailed. The recruit advised that the expedition- 
ary fleet was made up of five ships and that one of them, 
the "Caribe" had a speed of twelve knots per hour. All 
ships were under the Liberian flag and were equipped 
with four 50 caliber machine guns and lacked effective 
anti-aircraft' protection . 

The recruit was asked whether or not there was 
any artillery equipment aboard the ship and whether or 
not, while in camp, the recruits had been given anti-air- 
craft training at Trax Base and the recruit said that no 
such training of this kind was given as they had been 
categorically informed that no air force or tanks from 
the Castro Army would show up and hence anti-aircraft 
guns would not be needed. This recruit was asked the 
reason given for the statement that there would be no 
encounter with tanks or aircraft belonging to the Castro 
Government and the recruit stated that there was no 
reason given, the matter was never clarified and the 
instructors abided by their categoric statement that 
upon landing, no Castrista tanks or planeB would be 
encountered. 

The recruit, during his interview, said his 
infiltration unit was equipped with M-3 with silencer, 
as advanced units had to defend themselves although use 
of these guns is banned by warfare regulations. This 
recruit stated that on Sunday, April 16, 1961, when 
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Initial dawn landings had been made, they left Puerto 
Cabezas and arrived near the Cuban coast on April 19 » 

1961 , at 2:30 AM. While he was nearing Oran Caiman, 
there was a brief stop at a distance which was estimated 
to be about ten miles from land. While the ,, Caribe ,, was 
moored nearby, a destroyer constantly guarded the "Lake 
Charles" and the "Caribe". The recruit was asked 
whether or not a destroyer had escorted them from Puerto 
Cabezas, but he replied that It had joined them after 
their stop near the Cuban coast. He also said that on 
several occasions while stopped, two T-33 'b and several 
Sea Furies flew over them, but did not attack as it was 
believed they were scared off by the anti-aircraft guns 
on the destroyer. 

The recruit stated that there were 105 persons 
aboard the "Lake Charles" which included doctors and the 
medioal force. On the afternoon of April 20, 1961, at 
about 5 #00 PM, several shipB advanced toward land and it 
was believed by the recruit that this was a general landing 
maneuver. The other ships engaged In this maneuver were 
the "Barbara Joe", and the "Bragar", and another destroyer. 
The recruit advised that some American planes flew over 
land returning Bhortly after having been ordered by radio 
to do so and these ^American planes, by radio, informed that 
no persons were visible on Playa Giron and the combat was 
over. The recruit stated that all heard the orders over 
the radio, instructing ships and aircraft to return to the 
beach as well as orders to retreat as no one had been left 
on the beach. 

The recruit advised that he had received informa- 
tion during the invasion landing that the "Rio Escondido" 
had been hit by a rocket fired from a Sea Fury at 9s 17 AM, 
April 17, 1961, and the ship exploded at about 9:30 AM. 

The recruit advised that those aboard barely had time to 
jump overboard and those who were able to do so were 
picked up later. The recruit indicated that he had received 
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the above information fromJ||^PHHHHH| who had been on 
the main deck of the "Rio EsconaidO" with the Captain when 
the docket hit it and the indication was that the "Rio 
Escondido" had arrived at the invasion spot at 1:30 AM 
on April 17, 1961, 

This recruit also stated that the aircraft 
operation at the invasion area was undertaken by B-26 ' s 
based in Nicaragua. The flying time from Nicaragua to 
the invasion area and back was six hours and that allowed 
the B-26's to fly over Cuba for one hour. In order to 
undertake that flight under such conditions, gun turrets 
were removed and the only artillery left was in the 
cockpit. Additional gasoline tanks were also fitted on 
the B-26 's which lessened their speed and these B-26's 
were never covered by fighter planes which allowed the 
Sea Furies to open fire on them as practicing on shooting 
targets. The recruit stated that one of the B-26's was 
able to bomb one of Fidel Castro's columns using rockets, 
bombs and napalm bombs and it was estimated that between 
400 and 500 casualties were inflicted. The recruit also 
advised that it was estimated that six B- 26 ' s were downed 
by Castro's Sea Furies. 

The informant praised the American military 
instructgpds for their participation in the recent Cuban 
invasion, and stated that they had suffered as much as 
Cubans did with this defeat and that many of them had 
Joined the invaders and he believes had died in the 
struggle.

The shortage of dollars in Cuba 
is extremely acute and trade relations between Cuba and 
Czechoslovakia are not harmonious. There is a definite trend 
toward increased acceptance of bribes by Cuban Government officials.

Monday, April 10, 1961 


Since daybreak it was evident that departure 
was near and by 9 A.M, approximately 600 men were ready to leave 
for a meeting place in the vicinity of Cuba. These men 
were joined there with the pilots who had already been 
mobilized the previous week. 

I went to Confession but was unable to receive 
Holy Communion as Mass previously set for 10 A.R was advanced 
following superior instructions. While in military formation 
before mounting the trucks, permission was requested to 
sing our national anthem (Bayamo hymn) . Parting was very 
emotional notwithstanding the assurances given that we 
would meet again at an unknown point before leaving for 
Cuba. All Cuban chiefs and the medical team from the 
camp in charge of first aid stations left today, April 

10, 1961.

Tuesday, April 11, 1961 1 

Over 500 men had already departed. 

Wednesday, April 12, 1961 

Trax Base was evacuated by the remaining * 

men, the medical team, parachutists and the rest of the 
troop and in all totaled 1250. The general atmosphere ] 

was one of merriment and confidence in their belief j 

that the invasion would be successful. 

We were Instructed to carry our knapsacks, 
arms, field glasses, transistor radios, etc* and for two 
hours we were in a canvas top truck riding over winding 
roads through precipices and hills. After arriving at the 
air base, after descending from an altitude of 6000 to 
800 feet, where the air base was located, we had to walk 
five blocks carrying our equipment in order to reach the 
barracks where we were stationed. Immediately after 
washing we' were to board a plane. After dinner we 
again walked back five blocks to collect all our eqjiipment 
and carry it to the plane. After all this activity, the 
departure of the plane had been delayed for two hours. 

We finally departed by plane on a three and one 
hal f hour trip to an unknown destination. It was about 
10P.M, when we started the trip from Guatemala by plane. 

During the plane trip we tried to determine our destination 
by using our compasses but this was to no avail and finally 
we landed at dawn on Thursday, April 13, 1961, at Nicaragua.

Thursday, April 13, 196 I 


After getting off the plane, the men were 
driven by trucks;, except the medical team which was put 
in a jeep, to a railroad station where ws were to be 
aboard a closed and dark freight train thus avoiding 
being identified as fully-armed future Cuban invaders. 

Luckily the trip this time took only a few minutes 
and had terminated at the pier where the ships were 
docked which would take us to Cuba. I immediately 
realized upon arriving at the dock that we were the victims 
of the greatest deceit as there was or had lever 
been the promised hospital ship. Thus I lost a major 
part of the confidence I had that we had been told the truth 
and would be given all support and necessary assistance 
in order to help us win our fight, our struggle, in Cuba. 

I turned my back on the American doctor who broke the 
news to us and informed him that I and others would let 
him know later our future attitude toward this undertaking, . 

It was now almost 3A.M.in tha morning and the ships at 
port were already boarded by Cubans and the one in which 
the medical team was supposed to aail had not yet docked. 

Army Health officers offered their cabins 
to myself and another member of the medical team but we 
d eclined and stayed with our men, and at intervals* we 
layed down on the pier bufcmost of the time we were .thinking 
about the decision we had to make. 

When morning arrived we were invited to have 
breakfast with the Chief of the fleet, a Cuban, who ' 
admitted that we were right in our just anger. We asked 
the Chief of the fleet to take us to the Chiefs of our 
so-called allies who had directed all operations and to 
inform them that we had (fecided not to proceed in this enterprise 
because in addition to having spent over two weeks at the 
training camp, uselessly suffering from privations and logical 
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Cuban Situation 



hardships, good for younger men but not for us, we thought 
It foolishness to board an expeditionary ship where the 
same or greater hardships would prevail, probably to spend 
another week before landing In Cuba to help in our 
capacity as surgeons. We stated that we Intended to keep 
our word of honor, that, notwithstanding the very 
definite doubts we sustained, motivated by multiple 
deceits, stiafceatfuges already verlfed, and supposedly due 
to "military convenience", we accepted our responsibility 
to go to Cuba to aid our compatriots but we felt we shoiild 
be flown over as soon as possible when the hospital 
where we were destined was set up. 

We insisted all day long until 9 p.M.that evening 
on our points of view. We spoke to various individuals 

about this matter and finally we were taken to see the 
person designated as "superior chief", whom, we were told, 
was in charge of directing all technical military operations. 
We were on the verge of fighting it out with them because 
after giving them our open minds they dared to answer 
us that they were sacrificing themselves for Cuba to 
a higher degree then we.

I replied to this individual by stating that 
they were doing this for their own interests and 
not permit anyone to lectur e me on patriotism. 

who previously had tr: 

"convince us to go, took the American to one end of the 
room thus avoiding further violent talk. My partner and 
I were left alone and we decided that, disregarding personal 
matters, we woul^no1^4gsert our companions at the last hour, 
I then went to ^ mp and informed him to consider the 
matter closed a^^^partner and I had decided to go 
n o matter what the circumstances were. We shook hands with 
'and turned our backs on the American without

taking leave from him. We then returned to the pier 
where a group was waiting our decision. We then boarded 
the "Lake Charles", which ship had been assigned to us. 

Friday, April l4, 1961 

Very early in the morning we noticed that 
all other ships had left at dawn. Our fleet was made 
up of five cargo-type ships, each with four or five cabins. 
They were approximately 2500 tons and no more than seven 
meters long . They were fully. loaded with war equipment 
including jeeps, small trucks and landing motor 
boats . Our ship also carried a tremendous anount of 
highly explosive aircraft gasoline to be used 
by our planes at the airport which we were to capture 
as soon as we landed. We were all wondering about the 
landing pointy and of course, thought it would be 
at the isle of pines or San - Julian in pinar Del Rio 
Province. Actually the landing was affected at Bahia 
de Cochinos and the nearest airport, I believe, 
would be at Cienfuegos, about 100 miles away. 

Naturally while aboard this boat, we talked 
about our safety and about our being aboard this "floating 
atomic bomb". We could never imagine that this ship would 
turn out to be the luckiest. 

Saturday, April 15, 1961 

We were still docked at the pier in Nicaragua 
and we were searching the horizon for the tanker which 
was to fill our oil tanks as ours had been used to fill up 
those of the ships which had already sailed. We were 
scheduled to sail on the night of April 15, as 40 hours had 
already elapsed since the other ships had left but the tanker 
had not yet arrived, it is unexplainable how such a situation 
could have happened. 
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Cuban Situation 

We were elated when we heard about the three 
airports which had been bombarded in Cuba and the 
American doctor informed us that they had been very 
effective and the airport at Santiago de Cuba had 
suffered the greatest damage. 

It seems strange that the whole air fleet 
did not participate in the attacks to smash the Castro 
Air Force at one time. We had seen about twenty or 
twenty five big bombers and only eight had taken off. 
Due to its moral effect and also due to the fact that a 
first attack is unexpected, logically this one should 
have been as heavy as possible. There were plenty of 
pilots, planes and heavy bombs available but we 
do' not know why they were not used. 

Sunday, April 1 6 , 1961 


As the invasion was to take place, we were 
surprised that the air attack had not been repeated . Finally 
around noon, the oil tanker came and cur sailing time 
was ordered for sunset, April 1 6 , 1961. We have with us 
50 men from the intelligence service, artillery men 
to tend the anti-aircraft guns, those charged with the 
a*med landing craft and our surgical unit, all together 
about 100 men including the ship *s crew. 

Monday, April 17, 1961 


We awoke to hear radio news that the invasion 
A was. taking place. We tried desperately to listen to our 
\ radios to get news from New York and Cuba as we 4 knew 
^chat^gdic SVUULwas a propaganda station broadcasting a 
/ 1000 lies, wa’were optimistic.

Tuesday, April 18, 1961 


News started to come in that afternoon 
and we heard that the landing troops, due to 
several reasons they certainly knew about, had been 
attacked by heavy tanks and jets. We had been previously 
assured that positively no such armament would show up 
against us and such certainty was reaffirmed by the fact 
that our troops never received any training in handling anti- 
tank guns or anti-aircraft machine guns and neither 
of these weapons were included in the invasion araraent. 
Consequently, we thought this news was pre-arranged 
propaganda in order to give grounds to MlalrSte^ensoa 
who was stating before the United Nations t^1r JI 4tie~tJni 
States will not permit Russia to intervene in favor of 
Caetr o". 



Shortly thereafter the captain ordered us to 
try on our life-savers and keep them handy. We were 
reassured that everything would go all right when we 
saw Navy jets approaching and later several 
destroyers maneuvering around us. 

Passing near Gran Caiman Island, a wire message 
told us to stop the engines and a 3hort time later we sight- 
ed one of the troop ships apparently coming from Cuba. 
When passing by we saw it was the "Caribe" still having on 
deck three of the seven landing crafts, its life boats 
half hoisted and even some men said they had seen holes 
in her sides. A destroyer approached her and apparently 
ordered her to get along side us. Something had gone 
a"wry in the landing. At dusk we were ordered to slowly 
take a northern course and await a barge or ship 
which would takeover the airplane gasoline and deliver it 
to the already taken airport. We did not know the airport 
but we gladly accepted this order as it meant avoiding 
the danger of approaching the fire line with that explosive 
cargo. No discharge of this cargo took place during the 
whole night . 
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Cuban Situation 


Wednesday, April 19* 1961 

News ..kept pouring in which forced us to think, 
despite radio SWAN' s optimistic reports, that things 
were not going well. For some unexplained reason we 
were stopped a@Ln when only five or six hours from Cuba, 
and by official radio phone I kept hearing the reports 
from the beachhead stating that they were continually 
being attacked by superior tank and air forces and were 
unable to say how much longer they could resist if no 
reinforcements arrived. Around 10 A. M requests for help 
alarmingly increased and they asked for Immediate 
help from .Jets to save themselves, as it seemed only a 
small group was holding on at the beach and at a nearby 
coastal town the men were totally/ surrounded and were 
suffering heavy bombardment. Through every line 
from the three Cuban ships we heard messages sent to the 
flag ship "Santiago" from the Navy section which accompanied 
us demanding jets and the cooperation which a thousand 
times had been offered if we were attacked by jet- 
type aviation. 

About 11 A.M, the Cuban ships telephoned 
the flag ship requesting that we be authorized to proceed 
to Cuba so as to help our compatriots who desperately 
continued asking for reinforcements. The reply was that 
permission from the "Big Boss" had to be obtained before 
any authorization could be granted. 

At 11:30 A JML we heard the message that filled us 
with joy: "The whole fleet, at top speed, proceed to the 

beachhead. Four of our jets already in flight have been ordered 
to attack, and four others will immediately come from a 
nearby place. The ships to proceed on operation No. 1." 

A few minutes later we saw all ships heading north 
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at full speed and doubtless the promises made to us were 
being fulfilled. We were seeing it all with our own 
eyes and listened to orders issued by the official radio 
phone . 


. I bathed, shaved and donned my camouflage 
suit getting ready for the landing. Our optimism 
lasted for aihour. I went up to the main deck and 
inquired of developments and was informed that the beachhead 
had been lost, that they had not been answering for 
a while and that the reports from the Jets are very 
confusing. Minutes later I was stunned upon hearing 
"the whole fleet, take 180 degree course". 

If our* allies were going to support us with 
their forces if necessary, and we had just witnessed it, why 
was it not done yesterday afternoon when our boys informed 
us that they were being attacked by tanks and jets? They 
must have known that, no matter how brave our men were, 
militarily it wa3 impossible for them to succeed 
under such conditions and they will never be able to 
explain why they stalled for bo long to intervene. God 
will not forget them and I still think Castro and his 
regime are doomed to topple, but even when this is achieved, 
one way or the other, no doubt In a short time, I shall 
never forgive them for consenting to the sacrifice of such 
an extraordinary kind, of Cubans. 

While salLing away from Cuba, we were instructed not 
to slack our vigilance of enemy aircraft as two of 
our transports had been sunk. An easterly change in course 
was ordered at dusk, there were more computations and no 
doubt we were headed toward Puerto Rico. When darkness 
arrived we were immobilized for over an hour. No lights 
were turned on and finally we were on a southern course 
back to Nicaragua,

Thursday, April 20 , 1961 


We listened to the radio all day long searching 
for the truth among so many confusing news broadcasts. 
According to radio SWAN, the fighting continued, 
and according to Fidel Castro, everything was all over. 

Friday, April 21 , 1961 

We listened to the Cuban radio report that the 
invasion was launched from Puerto cabezas, Nicaragua, 
and exactly an hour later we had another change of 
course, north by northeast, now to reach an air base 
in Puerto Rico. We anticipated four or five more 
days navigating befox’e we landed. By radio we listened 
to Havana bringing the prisoners before the television 
cameras . 


After dinner at 6P.M. in the diningroom, 
we played dominoes and chess as we tried to divert our 
thoughts. Suddenly the ship was established, we had 
another change in course and we headed back to 
Nicaragua. We wondered what was the aim of our allies. 

Were they trying to hold us incommunicado cruising 
the Caribbean until the case of Cuba versus the United 
States is settled at the United Nations or the Organization 
of American States (OAS)? 

We are not going to withdraw our support 
in any future effort to overthrow Fidel Castro but the 
next one must be made on an equal footing and never ag&in 
as .blindfolded as we were on this one. We shall again 
have men serving the cause of democracy but their men must 
Join us and we will only go under the orders of a Joint 
Chief s of Staff made up of representatives of both forces.

Saturday, April 22 , 1961 


In the afternoon we finally arrived at 
port^Puerto Cabezgs, Nicaragua* As soon as we docked 
JHflBHpand other pilots came aboard. We had lost 
elever^pllots out of twelve and the only survivor 
landed his craft half destroyed at a small airport which 
actually existed near debarkation point. One of our 
pilots spotted him on his landing and risking his own 
life picked him up.

A thousand heroic feats had been undertaken 
by courageous pilots who daily went into battle with 
B- 2 6 bombers and no fighter protection. We did not have 
any but on that point we had been told "you do not have 
to worry, for on approaching Cuba, you will be protected 
by modern fighter planes, air support will be fantastic."

Monday, April 24 , 1961 

The atmosphere was tense and it was rumored 
there would be mutiny in order to force our return to Miami, 
'inrifla.- At lunch timer "important" visitors arrived and 
ley were Doctor J ose^iro^Cardona, Doctor Ant onio De 
ferona and Doctor^Maceo, members* of the Revolutionary /V> C . 
Council. They “sought detailed information about what hS 3 £ £ 
happened and urged us to continue in the struggle as members ,T~ 
of the Liberation Army and to look upon past events as a ’ ' 

painful . setback and not definite defeat. We had requested 
permission to be granted a few days rest among our families 
who were still Ignorant of our safety and they assured us 
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this would be granted and that we should consider 
ourselves under leave and not demobilized. 

Shortly thereafter we were ordered ashore 
to be transferred to a base prior to our flight to 
Miami. Our arrival at the base coincided with the 
departure of the first pilots returning to Miami. 

This time the promises made by the Cuban Revolutionary 
Council were fulfilled. 

Tuesday, April 25, 1961 


Some people took me to see the airplanes 
that had accomplished missions over Cuba. They were not 
aircraft but simply sieves full of bullet holes on every 
side. I am unable to realize how we 3till have some 
pilots alive. 


I am informed that two of the experienced American 
instructors from the base, after severely criticizing 
the withdrawal of the promised air protection with fighter 
planes, took off on a B-2 6 to bombard. Unfortunately 
they paid with their lives for that gallant feat as they 
were shot down over Cuban soil. Their attitude showed us 
that these two good Americans were loyal to us as they 
sincerely believed what we had been told, that we would 
be protected by effective air cover, which Is indispensable 
in accordance iv’lth the most elemental warlike techniques, 
so that the only effective weapon we had, B-26's, could 
effectively operate lacking a tail gun which supplies the 
minimum defense against a figh ter et tacking from behind. If the 
Liberation Army would have had at the start eight or 
ten modern fighters instead of the old B-26, the outcome 
of this war enterprise would have ended up differently. This 
afternoon if the last promise is fulfilled, we shall fly back 
to Miami and our homes. We will arrive at dawn, Wednesday, 
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the 26th of April, and we all have firmly decided to 
again offer our cooperation to liberate Cuba as soon 
as conditions are favorable for this feat.

He stated he had just reached his home in 
Havana, Cuba, for lunch on April 17, 1961. Two young 
man came to the door and stated they were from Cuban G-2 
and deauinded admittance in order to search his home. 

They were allowed to enter and they then made a complete 
search of the house. They then advised him that he would 
have to accompany them in order to sign a paper at head- 
quarters stating that his home had been searched, that 
nothing of significance had been found and no property 
had been seized.

He stated he was reluctant to do this but had 
no alternative and was taken by these individuals directly 
to the large Sport^Palace , which is on the road to Rancho 
Boyeros Airport. mttK ) stated that as he entered he became 
aware of what was happening inasmuch as there were already 
about 2,000 arrested persons in the Sports Palace. He said 
the palace continued to fill with people, both down on the 
gym floor and up into the tiers of seats until it became 
almost impossible to move. He stated that during the course 
of the afternoon a mulatto boy with his tray of candies, 
suoh as are sold on the streets in Cuba, was allowed to 
enter and sell his wares. When he wanted to depart he 
was told by the militiaman at the door that anyone who 
would sell food to mercenaries and enemies of the republic 
should remain a prisoner.

woman who had - recently broken her leg and it was in a 
cast. She was complaining considerably and an Individual 
arrived who claimed to be a diplomat from the Argentine 
Embassy and demanded diplomatic immunity in order to 
remove the woman with the broken leg. Source recalled 
there was a lot of loud, profane talk and a great deal 
of protest made by the individual with the diplomatic 
passport. He stated the lights were suddenly turned out 
and there was a short burst o^ 1 two of machinegun fire 
followed by screams. The lights were turned back on and 
two people had been killed and four or five wounded. 

Source stated he felt certain that the firing of the machine- 
gun was not an accident and neither was it an accident that 
the lights wef^out. 

stated that An the early morning of 
April 18, 1961, streams of prisoners were being separated 
and diverted to other detention centers. Source stated 
over 7,000 men and 1,700 women were taken to some of the 
large tunnels which run in under Principe Prison in Havana. 

He stated these tunnels had not been used in many years 
but that recently the Castro regipe ; had opened them up 
and cleaned them out, possibly in anticipation of either 
using them as a bomb shelter or as a prison.

He stated the people were crowded into the tunnel 
by young men, 17 to 20 years of age, dressed in the uniform 
of the Castro militia. Source stated tjhere was the most 
foul profanity used accompanied by threats of death and 
occasional bursts of machinegun and pistol fire. He said 
the people were literally packed into the tunnel and they 
were held there for three days without any food at all.

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He stated the stench was unbearable as people naturally 
had to attend to their necessities and there was literally 
no rooai to nova* Several people died of sheer fright 
and suffocation and some asthmatics and heart patients 
died. 


stated that he and several other doctors 
approached a small group of militiamen and asked for 
permission to weed out what remained of the asthmatics, 
heart patients and pregnant women and move them just 
outside the mouth of the tunnel. They also made a plea 
for medicines for people in these conditions and for 
several who were very seriously afflicted with diarrhea. 

He stated there was. nothing but hate and hostility on the 
faces of the militia guards as they sarcastically told him 
there was no need to worry inasmuch as they were going to 
kill everyone anyway within a few days. 


Subsequently on the same day a uniformed rebel 
army captain was seen at the tunnel and immediately 
approached by some of the doctors who explained the situa- 
tion to him, pointed to some of the dead an^reoeated the 
request previously made of the militiamen. stated 

that within two hours they had an old wood clothes closet 
with shelves set up at the mouth of the tunnel and over 
$500 worth of medicines and drugs. The captain stated that 
he had had no idea the people were being treated in that 
form. Permission was given to bring out the asthmatics, 
heart patients and any othe^suffering from extreme 
prostration or diarrhea. that the rebel army 

captain loudly referred to the militiamen as a bunch of 
"pigs" and this was within ear shot of the militiamen.

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Source stated that a truck arrived in Havana, 
vhi eh allegedly brought ten prisoners vho had been 
captured at the Bahia de Los Cochinos vhere the attenpted 
invasion vas nade, hovever, all ten prisoners in the 
truck vere pronounced dead onr arrival in Havana . Source 
stated that the official doctor at the aorgue certified 
that the ten died from asphyxiation. He stated they had 
been bound and placed on the floor of the truck and covered 
vith heavy tarps and sheets in such a manner as to prevent 
their being able to breathe. 


Source stated that there has been videspread 
feeling in Cuba that the United States let then dovn by 
their failure to assist vith their paver and vhatever 
other, force vas necessary in the attested invasion.

Training of the Liberation Air Force was 
conducted at a base near Retalhuleu, Guatemala, Which 
was constructed for this specific purpose at a cost 
of $2,000,000. A civilian contractor in Guatemala 
named (First Name Uaknom)|HB received the entire 
contract for the construe tSo^or this base and the 
air strip thereon. GtKB °wned a farm at the location 
of this base and had complete control over the entire 
construction. The runway was too narrow and only about 
4,806 feet long, which contributed to the crashing of » 
two B-26's and one C-46. A 5,000 foot runway on a fully- 
equipped and unnsed base built by the United States during 
World War II was available at San Jose, Guatemala, but for 
some reason was not used in favor of the newly constructed 
base. 

The Retalhuleu Base directly adjoined a highway 
running from Retalhuleu to Champerico and only a wire fence 
separated the runway from the highway.

During thf initial air attack upon Cuba on 
April 14, 1961, nine out of fifteen available B-26*a 
were utilised in striking the air bases at Santiago, 
Liba^lii!

Although this 
initial raid reaulted in a high degree of' destruction 
of vafious air erg ft on the ground sa well aa hangar and 
runway facilities, a review cf aerial photographs and 
interviews of thg pilots failed to establish that Castro 1 * 
better fighter craft, namely the T-33's and Sea Furies, 
had been deatroyed. Prior to this attack the Libetstlon 
Air Force had received unconfirmed reports that underground 
hangars at San Julian were being utilised for the assembly 
of Russian NIG fighters. Sin delayed-fuse 500 lb. bombs 
were plgced squarely on this target resulting in its 
total destruction. 


Subsequent to this attack the participating 
pilots, who had successfully returned to their base, 
jointly agreed and strongly recommended that no landing 
of troops be undertaken until further bombing raids 
had verified the destruction of Castro's fighter strength.

Nevertheless, in spite of these 
admonitions, the decision to launch the Invasion was made 
sad the warning df the pilots was disregarded with 
accompanying premises of United States Navy jet fighter 
support. Promises of such support had been aade by 
certain people la authority at the training caap through- 
out this operation. 


Finally on the aorning of April 16, 1961, the 
iavasionary forces were landed at tho Bfy of Cochlpos in 
Cuba and at 5 s 25 A. M. , emergency radio messages were 
received by the supporting B-26*s from one ^of the fnvasionary 
vessels that T-33 jet fighters and English propeller 
driven Sea Furies were attacking the landing forcep* From 
that point forward, these fighter craft completely 
dominated the air, resulting in the destruction of many 
B-26's and severe damage to the ground troops. Also, 
the ships used in the invasion were equipped only iflth 
•30 caliber machineguns and had no effective anti-aircraft 
armaments. In a panicked last-minute effort to recover 
air superiority, four P-51 aircraft were brought to the 
Guatemalan Air Base on April 18, 1961^ and the pilots were 
given the Manual of Instructions for thip plane, told to 
check out in it and be ready to leave on the afternpon 
of the same day for combat operation 4 Needless to fay, 
these planes never left the ground.
